Sheridan, a former FBI agent, 


voluntarily returned here and 
surrendered after Garrison filed 
charges against him 10 days 
ago, accusing him of trying to 
bribe a witness in the assassi- 
nation probe into changing his 
story. 


As Sheridan appeared here, 


Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, D- 
N.Y., issued a statement noting 
that Sheridan had worked with 
both himself and President Ken- 
nedy. 


"I have been fortunate to 


know and work with Walter 
Sheridan for many years," said 
Sen. Kennedy. "Like all those 
who have know him and his 
work, I have the utmost confi- 
dence In his integrity, both per- 
sonal and professional. .•«, 


"This view was shared by 


President Kennedy himself with 
whom Mr. Sheridan was asso- 
ciated for many years in a rela- 
tionship of utmost trust, confi- 
dence and affection."

SAIGON (AP)-Lt. Cmdr. De- 


metrio Anthony Verich dodged 
two flaming SAM missiles and 
banked toward the North Viet- 
namese rail yard that was his 
target. A third missile thun- 
dered into his Crusader jet's 
exhaust and blew the tail off. 
The plane flipped over Mon- 
day and dove for the ground 5,- 
000 feet below at 400 miles an 
hour. 


The stocky 35-year-old bach- 


elor from Laona, Wis., popped 
his ejection seat and the chute 
opened when he was about 1,000 
feet up. Ground fire zipped 
about him and he drifted toward 
the billowing fireball from his 
own crashed jet. 


Verich had been shot down 


just a year ago on his first tour 
in Vietnam with the carrier Or- 
iskany. That time he was picked 
up just off the coast with Red 
mortar shells dropping into the 
water all around him. This time 
the coast was 40 miles away and 
his luck seemed to have run out. 


After a night hiding out on a 


North Vietnamese hillside, a 
helicopter lifted the pilot to 
safety Monday with Communist 
fire zipping around him while 
other pilots drove off three 
Communist MIG21s. 


Verich told a news conference 


in Saigon today that he landed 
on a steep hillside covered with 
brush, tangled trees and vines 
that rose 30 feet overhead. A 
few hundred yards downhill he 
could hear firing and North 
Vietnamese calling to each oth- 
er. 


"I lay low and covered myself 


up with branches," he said. 


He tried to move about mid- 


night to a safer area — he could 
hear voices about 100 yards 
away. But the ground was so 
steep he feared he would fall in 
the darkness and perhaps break 
a leg. He covered himself up 
again after moving only 20 feet. 


At dawn the American planes 


returned, first the jets, then the 
slower propeller-driven Skyraid- 
ers and finally a noisy helicop- 
ter. 


The Red gunners opened up 


on the planes and the helicopter. 


Flying his first rescue mis- 


sion, tall, lean helicopter pilot 
Neil Sparks, a Navy lieutenant 
from Tulsa, Okla., was wel- 
comed to the area by a shell 
that blew into the cabin 18 inch- 
es from his feet. It wrecked 
some of his controls and his ra- 


earphones. 


While other U.S. fliers drove 


off three MlG21s, Sparks fanned 
back and forth over the moun- 
tainous area, unable to spot 
Verich. Finally he neared the 
downed pilot and Verich fired a 
rescue 
flare 
up through the 


brush. 


The hill was so steep the heli- 


copter's blades were brushing 
the trees on one side as it hov- 
ered over Verich about 100 feet 
below. A long cable was lowered 
to him. 


Verich tried to grab the cable. 


The first time it slipped out of 
his hands and helicopter crew- 
men brought it up empty. The 
second time, said Verich, "I 
grabbed it and hung on for dear 
life." 


While the 100 feet of cable was 


slowly pulled in, the helicopter 
hovered almost motionless. Bul- 
lets zipped by. The helicopter 
shuddered from another hit, but 
it wasn't serious. 


When Verich finally clawed 


his way into the cabin, he 
grabbed a crewman and hugged 
him. 


"I guess he thought I was 


going to kiss him," said the pi- 
lot.

of there." 


It was Verich's second mis-

in the merger with LRU since 
they are only about 30 miles 
apart. 


"I feel this is the wrong thing 


to do," said one resident. "They 
want to spend $2.5 million there 
(at LRU) and that's more than 
other schools get all year," 


E. L. Angell, chairman of the 


state Commission on Co-ordina- 
tion of Higher Educational Fi- 
nance, said that educational fi- 
nances are currently "pretty 
tight." 


He said, however, that he had 


no figures relevant to the pro- 
posed merger. The commission 
has launched a $75,000 study of 
over-all 
higher 
educational 


needs in Central Arkansas that 
would include a recommenda- 
tion for the need of any addi- 
tional institutions if the need 
existed. 


Dr. Carey V. Stabler, presi- 


dent of LRU, and who would re- 
main as chancellor of UALR 
should the merger be success- 
ful, said he foresaw no financial 
drain at the expense of other 
schools In the state. 


"I don't believe it will affect 


other colleges in any way," 
Stabler said. "All schools are 
improving and growing rapidly 
and the state is doing well by 
increasing appropriations." 


E. Grainger Williams, chair- 


man of the LRU Board of Trus- 
tees, expressed basically the 
same opinion although he said 
getting additional funds might 
be tough. "But, 1 don't see a 
battle developing," he said.

Rockefeller, Rep, 


John Capps of Searcy, Rep. 
Bill Foster of England and Rep.

"This is another great edu-

If 
Steve had led fourth best or 
third best or fifth best or 
sixth best South could have 
played his five spot. B o r i s 
would ruff but declarer would 
not lose another trick. The 
jack lead forced declarer to 
use either his ace or his queen 
and left Steve with a sure 
club winner for the setting 
trick.

Accusing the Wrong 
Man 


Late one night a widow, living 


alone, heard footsteps approaching 
her bedroom. While she lay in ter- 
rified silence, an intruder entered 
the room, scooped up her jewelry, 
and departed. 


Feeling sure she had recognized 


the man as a neighborhod garden- 
er, she filed burglary charges with 
the police. But at the trial, the gar- 
dener produced such an airtight 
alibi that the jury found him inno- 
cent. 


At this point he decided to switch 


from a defendant into a plaintiff. 
He filed suit against the widow for 
damages on grounds of "malicious 
prosecution." 


"Since her accusation against me 


was a mistake," he argued in court, 
"she ought to pay for calling me 
a criminal and making me go 
through the ordeal of a trial."- 


But the court refused to hold the 


widow liable. The judge said a per- 
son cannot be held responsible for 
malicious prosecution so long as he 
had at least "probable cause" for 
making the original accusation — 
even if the charge did not stand 
up in court. 


If an accuser does bring charges 


without having probable cause to 
believe they are true, then he may 
indeed be held liable for damages. 
For example: 


One man was held liable for 


malicious prosecution because he 
brought unfounded theft charges 
against a business rival—simply as 
a means of collecting a debt. 


And another man was held lia- 


ble for malicious prosecution be- 
cause he brought unfounded tres- 
passing charges against a neighbor 
—simply as a means of throwing a 
scare into other possible trespassers. 


But as a rule, courts are cautious 


about imposing liability on an ac- 
cuser. For if such liability was im- 
posed too freely, people might be 
discouraged from reporting crimes 
to the authorities. Even the well- 
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Collecting Minerals 


meaning citizen might decide to 
keep quiel, rather than run the risk 
of being sued afterward for his 
pains. 


Law enforcement relies heavily 


on its lines of communication with 
the general public. Giving an ac- 
cuser reasonable protection against 
claims of malicious prosecution is 
one way of keeping those lines of 
communication open.

The Negro community has not 


completely accepted the youth 
corps idea. In Atlanta, the Dixie 
Hills Youth Corps, a band or- 
ganized during last month's ra- 
cial disturbances by local Negro 
leaders, was called traitors by 
the Student Nonviolent Coordi- 
nating Committee. 


The second thoughts in Tam- 


pa came after the city hired five 
of the original White Hats on a 
permanent basis. In a latter 
minor outbreak of trouble, the 
five proved too scattered to be 
effective, the city said. 


Many of the same leaders who 


praised the White Hats in June 
now believe five is an inad- 
equate number for cooling off 
any major outbreak. 


Most communities interested 


in the White Hats idea are using 
more than five and some are 
paying their local youth corps. 


In Des 
Moines, where 18 


young Negroes work every night 
from 9 p.m. to 2 a.m. moving 
around the tense Negro area, 
anttpoverty officials are paying 
them $1.50 to $2 an hour. 


Probably the oldest youth pa- 


trol is in Los Angeles. But the 
Community Alert Patrol, a 20- 
man force based in Watts and 
established after the 1965 riot, is 
in trouble. 


The 
U. S. Department of 


Health, Education and Welfare, 
recently suspended the patrol's 
funds because Mayor Sam Yor- 
ty. said he was disturbed the 
organization 
was not funded 


through the city. 


Lee Wilkins, patrol assistant 


director, has vowed the patrol 
will remain alive. "We'll oper- 
ate even if the funds are with- 
drawn permanently," he said. 
"The community has had a fa- 
vorable reaction to us and we'll 
keep going even if we have to 
take the money out of our own 
pockets."

ongressional hearings now 
under way on the so-called 
"falling 
newspapers bill" 


leave working press people cold. 
Judging from the record of the 
last several decades whenever 
federal politicians declare they 
are going to do something for 
the newspapers they usually wind 
up by putting the papers out of 
business. 


In a speech to my fellow Ar- 


kansas publishers at the state 
press convention in Hot Springs 
last month I remarked that I 
Considered myself to be a lucky 
guy. Nearly 50 years ago 1 was 
a student journalist at Columbia 
University, but fortunately turned 
my back on metropolitan Journa- 
lism, switched to the University 
of Missouri, 
and entered the 


small city paper business. 


Fifty years ago there were 20 


dailies in New York City. Now 
they are all gone but three — and 
15,000 jobs have vanished. Ihave 
been lucky. Most of the good men 
who gave their lives to metro- 
politan newspaper work woke up 
the other day to find the institu- 
tions they worked for had sunk- 
leaving them no place to start 
over in their old age. 


The interests of federal poli- 


ticians and the security of Ameri- 
ca's free newspapers are unalter- 
ably opposed to one another and 
any citizen who thinks differently 
is inviting upon himself political 
censorship 
and a government- 


owned press. 


Actually what the Congress 


does today isof little importance. 
The real failure lies in the re- 
fusal of the federal courts to 
honor their constitutional obli- 
gation to defend the free press 
stipulation which our forefathers 
wrote into the charter of Ameri- 
can government. 


As socialism spread Across 


the nation the courts made no 
effort to protect the llvingpress, 
and so, much of it died. Now the 
federal politicians are studying 
the remaining newspapers as a 
"monopoly"—the very monopoly 
that a socialistic state created 
and that its judges went along 
with. 


The latest newspaper failure 


In New York City Involved the 
old Republican house-organ, Her- 
ald Tribune, and the flag papers 
of the nation's two largest news- 
paper groups, Hearst's Journal- 
American and Scripps-Howard's 
World-Telegram. The three had 
merged, but the merged prop- 
erty lost $700,000 a month for 
nearly a year and finally quit. 


Testifying at the present con- 


gressional hearings Jack How- 
ard, of Scripps-Howard, said this 
week that the owners tried to 
give the merged property to any- 
one who would keep it going— and 
found no takers. 


These are economic facts of 


life. 


If I consider Government to 


be the enemy of a free press it 
is to be presumed I know what 
I am talking about. 


And you will understand that 


my dedication to the job of mak- 
ing life miserable for federal 
politicians 
and bureaucrats is 


simply the dedication of an alert 
citizen defending himself and the 
institution he has given his life 
to.

'Lost Continent' off 
Atlantis Believed 
Found Near Greece 


BOSTON (AP>-The 
Greek 


philosopher Plato started the 
legend of Atlantis with tales of a 
huge and glittering island conti- 
nent which sank violently Into 
the Atlantic Ocean 3,500 years 
ago. 


Two Massachusetts scientists 


said Tuesday they may have 
discovered 
Atlantis—not sub- 


merged in the Atlantic but bur- 
ied under tons of volcanic ash 
on a tiny island in the Aegean 
Sea near Greece. 


The report was made by Dr. 


James W. Mavor Jr. of the 
Woods Hole Oceanographic In- 
stitute and Emily Vermeule, a 
research fellow at the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts. 


Their nomination for the seat 


of the Atlantis civilization Is the 
island of Thlra about 60 miles 
north of the Island of Crete and 
southeast of Greece. 


Plato wrote of a race of con- 


querors 
from 
Atlantis which 


almost overran the Mediterra- 
nean and finally was defeated 
by Athens. 


Then, in a single day and 


night, their island home sank 
into the sea.

suffer a sudden and violent end, 
probably by being buried by a 
volcanic eruption. 


Scientists 
have speculated, 


however, that Atlantis was not 
in the Atlantic but was part of 
the Mlnoan civilization which 
flourished about 1,500 B.C. and 
had its capital at the palace city 
of Knossus on Crete. 


Following a hunch that the 


Minoan civilization could have 
jumped the 60 miles to Thira, 
Dr. Mavor and Mrs. Vermuele, 
working with a Greek-American 
expedition, 
began digging on 


the island this year. 


They said they found, buried 


under 30 to 50 feet of volcanic 
ash, the remains of a city of 
about 30,000 persons. They said 
most of the buildings, some two 
or three stories high, are still 
intact. 
Drs. 
Vermuele and Movor 


said they believe Thira may 
have been Plato's Atlantis be- 
cause of the evidence that a 
very advanced civilization exist- 
ed there and because it appar- 
ently came to a sudden, violent 
end. 


Mrs. Vermuele said the expe- 


dition found no human remains 
and concluded that the inhabi- 
tants had a warning about the 
coming eruption "and got Jn 
their boats and left."

Anti-Riot 
Bill Next 
for Congress 


By JOHN BECKLER 


WASHINGTON (AP) - While 


the House considers an antlriot, 
bill supporters claim will jail 
traveling trouble-makers, two 
Cabinet members contend the 
causes for riots can be found in 
city conditions. 


Opponents of the House meas- 


ure say it will add new fuel to 
the seething discontent of Ne- 
groes living under conditions 
cited Tuesday by Atty. Gen. 
Ramsey Clark and Secretary of 
Labor W. Willard Wlrtz. 


The bill— up for a vote today- 


would make it a federal crime 
punishable by up to five years 
in jail and a $10,000 fine to cross 
state lines or use Interstate fa- 
cilities to incite a riot. 


Its author, Rep. William C. 


Cramer, R-Fla., says it would 
put militant Negro leader Stoke« 
ly Carmichael in jail and brine 
the FBI Into the Investigation of 
riots. 


But civil rights groups, labor 


unions and a handful of House 
members say it would Inflame 
the tensions that touch off riots 
and be useless as a weapon to 
deal with violence. 


Despite such opposition, how- 


ever, the bill is expected to win 
overwhelming 
approval. The 


House adopted a similar meas- 
ure last year 388 to 25 but it died 
in the Senate. 


Opponents hope to raise ques- 


tions about the constitutionality 
and effectiveness of the pro- 
posed law in hopes the Senate 
will amend or defeat it. 


Clark told a Senate subcom- 


mittee Tuesday there is no way 
to measure the number of po- 
tential trouble spots nor is it 
"constructive to dwell on this 
side of the ledger." 


But' he said "numerous cities 
' have an environmental condi- 
tion that lends itself to a poten- 
tial, in varying degrees, for riot- 
ing and other civil disturbance 
activities." 


Wirtz told another Senate sub- 


committee that riots have oc- 
curred "as the result of inaction 
— or worse— lasting for a centu- 
ry." 


Wirtz, testifying In favor of 


President Johnson's $2 billion 
antlpoverty program 
request, 


said he wanted to reject com- 
pletely "any Implication that 
the riots in Newark occurred 
because somebody did some- 
thing or other in connection with 
these 
recent 
programs we 


have."

HENDERSONVILLE, 
N.C,

A Piedmont Airlines 


Boeing 727 with 78 persons 
aboard crashed near this moun- 
tain city today after colliding in 
flight with a smaller plane. . 


A 
sheriffs 
Department 


spokesman said there appeared 
to be no survivors. 


A sheriff's deputy at the scene 


said bodies were strewn "ail 
over the area" just off Interstate 
26, about 2.5 miles northeast of 
the city. 


Piedmont Airlines confirmed 


the flaming jet was their flight 
22 Atlanta to Roanoke Va. to 
Washington with 72 passengers 
and a crew of five. 


The FAA said the light plane, 


a Cessna, was believed missing 
in the area. 


An eyewitness, Grady Walker, 


said the two planes collided 
over his house near the Ashe- 
vllle 
Hendersonvllle 
Airport 


shortly after noon. 


The airliner plunged to the 


ground near the interchange of 
Interstate 26 and U. S. 64. 
Witnesses said the bodies were 
strewn from the highway to the 
burning plane a quarter of a 
mile away. 


The Jetliner is a short range 


plane with its three engines 
grouped at the tail. It has a 
speed of 600 miles an hour and 
can carry up to 170 passengers. 
The airlines have been flying it 
since 1964.
